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The attached application for patent term extension of U.S. Patent No. 6,884,879, was filed on 
August 25, 2006, imder 35 U.S.C. § 156. It is noted that patent term extension applications for 
the same regulatory review period for the himian biological product, LUCENTIS® 
(ranibizumab), have been filed in U.S. Patent No. 7,060,269 (as indicated in a letter to FDA 
mailed on April 3, 2007) and U.S. Patent No. 6,407,213.

Since a determination has not been made whether the patent in question claims a 
product which has been subject to the Federal Food, Dmg and Cosmetic Act, or a method of 
manufacturing or use of such a product, this communication is NOT to be considered as notice 
which may be made in the future pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 156(d)(2)(A). 

Our review of the application to date indicates that the subject patent would be eligible for 
extension of the patent term under 35 U.S.C. § 1 56.
